Charters ; Amar Biſhop of Puy ; William Biſhop of Orange + Raimond Earle 
of Tholowſe : Baudourn Earle of Hainaut : Bawdown Earle of Rethel ;and Gar- 
mcr Earle of Gretz : Harpin Earle of Bowrges; T ſoardEarle of Die: Ramband 
Earle of Orange : Gwillaum Count de Forreſts : Stephen Count d' Aumaal : 
Hugh Earle of S. Pol: Rotron Earle of Perche, and others. Theſe were for 
France,Germany and the Countries adjoyning. 1taly had Bohemond Duke of 
Apwlia; and England, Brawchampe with others, whole names are loſt : Spaixe 
onely had none ; being afflicted at thattime with the Sarazins. 
Moſt of all theſe Princes and great Perſonages,to furniſh chemſclves for 
this expedition, ſold, or ingaged their poſſeſhons.

E N RY the yongeſt ſotihe of William the firſt, being at hand, 
0&9 and borne in England (which made much fof him) was elefted 
F and crowned within foure dayes after his Brothers death z it be- 
WF ing given out, that Robert, who ſhould have ſucceeded Witham, 
was choſen King of Jeruſalem, and nar likg to give over that 
Kingdome for this. Wherefore to fettle Henry in the pollefſion of the 
Crowne all expedition poſlible was uſed, leſtthe report of Roberts returning 
from the Holy Warres(being now in Ap«/74,comming home)niight be noy-. 
ſcdabroad to ſtagger the State, which ſcemed generally willing to acceptof 
Henry. The firſt aRions of his governement tended all, to baite the people, 
and fo 
done 


rtheir ſubje&tion(as his predeceſſor) uponthe like interpolition had 
, butwith a Dodaaben and adviſedndſc : This being a Prince bet- 
ter reCifiedin judgement, and of a Nature more alayed, bot —_ ſuffe. 
rings, having fighed with other men under the hand of oppreſſion, that 
taught him patience ; andalſo,by having ſomewhat ofthe Booke,which got 
him opinion,and the Title of Beauc learke. | 

Firk, to faſtenthe Clergy, He furniſhes with fit men, all thoſe I acancies

by his Predeccſſour. And for the Layety, He not onely pleaſed themin their re- 
leivements, but intheir paſ10n, by puniſbing the chiefe _— their exacti- 
ons, which evermore caſes the Bens of the people, glad todiſcharge their 
Princes of the evills done them (knowing how they cannot worke without 
hands) and lay them onthcir Officers, who have the ative power, where 
er 5. bave but the paſſive onely, and commonly turne as they are 
mooved. 
Ralph Biſhop of Durham,chicfe Counſellor to the late King,amanriſenby 
ſubtlety of his rongue (from infimous condition, ro the higheſt employ- 
ments) was committed toa ſtraight and loathſome priſon, being famed ro 
have put his maiſter intoall theſe courſes of exaQtion and irregularities, and 


remaines amongſt the examples of perpetuall ignominy. All diſfolute per- 
ſonsare expelledthe Court : the people caſed of their impoſitions, and re- 


ſtoredtotheirlightsinthe night, which after the Coverfes Bell were forbid- 
ar penalry,fince the beginning of F/i{iamthe firſt.

red ro ifncreale the greatnefſle of this King of England ; who having now al- 
moſt ſurrounded France(by poſlefling firſt all Normandy, with a great foo- 
ting in Britiaineby the reſignation of Nants,withuthe Country there abour, 
which Conan the Duke was forced lately to make unto him ; then the Earle- 
dome of cM aine, PoitFowu, Touraine, Anion with the Dutchy of Gwen)he al. 
ſo layes claime to the rich Earledomeof Tholouſe upon this Title : 

William Dske of Aquitaine grandfather to Queene Elionor, married the 
daughter and heire of the Earle of Tholouſe,and going to the holy Wars, ingazed 
that Earledowe toRaymond Earle of S*.Gyles,& never returned to redceme it, 
William hs ſonpe, father to Queene Elionor, eyther through want of meanes, or

party daily encreaſing in /taly,was ſhortly after received into Rome. 

Notwithſtanding all this, the King of F=g/and finding him ſo ayers inthis 
bulineſle, F als off from h1m,renounces his Amthority, twrnes to the. Emperours 

fat1on, ſeckes 10 ſtrengthen himſelfe with the Princes of Germany, conſents to 
match hu daughter Maude 10 the Duke of Saxony, at the motion of Reginald 

| Arch-Biſbop of Collen, ſent over by the E mperonr for that purpoſe, and emter- 
taines a morion for another daughter to be matched with the Emperors ſon. 

Bur now by reaſon this contrary fationto Pope Alexander grew to bee 
but feeble, all this working did the King no good, butexaſperaresthe Pope, 
and ſets him on the more to ſupportthe cauſe of the Arch-Biftiop, Who ſole 
cites the Clergy of England ,threatens,entreates, adjures them not to forſake their 
hold, nor gruc way to theanvader of their liberties, which ſought to confound the 
Pricſt-hood and the Kingdome : and if they oppoſed not mainly at the firſt, but ſuf- 
fered the leaſt breach to be made upon them, they were undone, Then excommu- 
nicates he all the eſpeciall miniſters of the King thatadhered to the T euts- 
picquefation,or held intelligence with the Arch-Biſhop of Collen : As John 
of Oxford, Richard Inechefter, Richard de Lucie, Toſſling Balliol, Alan de Ne- 
wile, and with theſcall fuch as had entred uponthe goods of the Church of 
Canterbury, which he called the Parrimony of the Crucifix, and the foode of the 
poore : and there were ny rows; Hugh Saint Clare, and Thomas Fitz 
Barnard. Thusare both ſides buſicd in this drie Warre, wherein, though 
there were no ſword, yevit gave vexation h. 

And yet this was not all the worke thar tool up the Kings time ; for du- 
ring this diſſention, the Welſh againe revolt, andtoſuppreſſe them he ſperit 
much labour, with the loſſe of many great men, and was himſelfe in that 
danger, 2s had not Hubert Saint Clere received a Wound for him, by an Ar- 
row aymed dire&tly at his owne perſon, he had there finiſhed his part. Inthis

daughtcrs, linkes of loye and (trength(oftentumes is private families though 


| ſeldome in Princes; ) and ſheleft him in the beſt time of his dayes before 


any great tempeſt overtooke him. 

T hree yeares after this he imployes moſt in Fraxce, about the ordering 
and clearing the bounds of his Dominions from uſurpation,or incroachments 
of neighbour Lords (whom his greatnefle held all inawe)and they muſt have 
no morethan he would : eſpecially he ſertles and reformes the State of Brit. 
tainc,which was very much out of order,and inmutiny about the late Match; 
which being ſomewhat appealed, he keepesafolemne Chriſtmas at Nants, 
and Royally Feaſts the Nobility of the Country. 

Then returnes he into Exglandgwhere,left peace(by reaſon of his long and 
often abſence) might afflict and carrupt his ſubjets,he lookes to that divine, 
and almighty worke of Kings, the pdminiſtrs ion of Iuſtice, appointed cer- 
taine Commiſhonersas Syndicqs tqexamine the abuſes and exceſſes com. 
mitted by his Officers, and grievouſly puniſhes the Shriefes of the Land, for 
extortion and bribery. 

His Eaſter, he keepes at Windſer,whither _— unto him ilieow King 
of Scots who lately tucceeded Malcom his brother, and brings with. him his 
younger brother D avid, both to congratulate the King of En#g/ands returne, 
and alſo continue his claimeto thoſe peecesinthe North, which he preren- 
ded tobe unjuſtly detained from that Crowne. The King emenaines ks; as 
he had donehis brother with faire words,and tells him, How it was wot i his 
power to doe any thing therein, without the conſent of the Syate in Parliament z 
which if he would attc#d, there ſhould be that courſe taken, as he hoped'might 
give him ſatisfaion.

and againſt the Popes Commandement ;, and without taking (according to the 
cuſtome) the Cautionarie Oath, for conſervation of the liberties of the Ghareh, 
He brought alſo letters to ſuſpend in like manner, The Brſbops of London, 
Salisbury, Oxford, Cheſter, Rocheſter, Saint Aſaph, and Landafte, for doing 
ſervice at the Coronation, and upholding the Kings cauſe againſt him.

The ſorrow of the Father (althoughir be ſayd to bee great) hindred nor 
his revenge upon the Barons of THqustaine;vchom he now moſt eagerly per. 
ſecmed,{cazed ontheir Caſtles,and razed to the ground that of Lymoges, 

Geffery upon his ſubmiſſion, is received into grace,and the yeare after dyed 
at Pars : having (ina conflict)beenetrodenunder horſes feete, and miſerably 
cruſhed : ſo that halfe the male iſſue wherein this King was unfortunate, he 
ſaw cxtint before him, and that by deaths as violent, as were their diC. 
| poſitions. Theother two, who ſurvived him, were no lefle miſcrable in 
their ends. 

Now the young King of France, Philliprhe ſecond (in whoſe fate it was, 
rodoe more thanever his Father couldeffe&, upon thedearh of Henry the 
ſonne) requires the delivery of the Country of Yexliz, which was given in 
dowre with his Siſter Margaretzbut the King of England, (not apttoletgoe 
iny thing of what he had in poſſeſſion) was contentto pay yearely to the 
Queene Dowager,17050.pounds Aniowin. Andthe more to hold faire with 
this young King, whoſe ſpirit, he ſaw,grew greatand active,and with whom 
he was like to have much ro doe, - did homage unto him, for all he held in 


he ever made to any ſecular power. And beſide,rooke his part againſt Fhillip 
Earlc of Flanders; who oppoled againſt him,and was inthoſe dayes a Prince 
ofmighty power, and had eyerſtood faſt unto King Lews the Father.

Theſe letters, with the notice of what was doneat Rome,ſo inraged the King, 
as with all precipitation he ſends Fulkc de Cantie, and Henry ds Cornhill, two 
fierce wes armed men,to expell the Monkes of Camterbury,as Tray- 
tors,out ofthe Kingdome, and to ſeazeupon all they had ; which preſent 
wasas violently executed as commaunded,and away packe the Prior and al 
the Monkes into Flanders (exceptſuchas were ficke and notableto goe)and | 
all their goods confiſcated. | 

Herewithall he writes a ſhaxpe letter tothe Pope,accuſing him of the wrong 

he did in cafling the eletFion of Norwich, whom he eſpecial favoured, and advanc. 
ing Stephen Lanon,« man «nknown to him,bred ever in Fre kingdom of France 
and among hu enemies ;and what was more to bu prejudice,and ſubvcrſion of the

Although (ſaith he) in elettions celebra- 
ved at the Apoſtolick See, the conſent of Princes is not tobe expetted, yerwere two 
eMonkes deputed tocorfÞito require your conſent who were ſtayed at Dover, ſo 
that they could not per forme their meſſ e imoyned them: with ocherallegarti- 
ons tothis effe, ſothar at length ( Lich hee) we were diſpoſed to doe what the 
Canonical Sanctions ordained tobe done, without declining either to the right 
hand or to the left, that there might bee no delay or difficslty in right inten- 
tions , leit the Lords flocke ſhould bee long withoat pajtorall cure; and there- 
fore revoked it cannot bee. In conclufion hee uſeth theſe words, As -wee 
beve had care of your Honour beyond right , endeaveny to give us 0urs drcor- 
ding unto zight , that you may more plentifully deſerve Gods gracegand durs, 
leit if you doe otherwiſe , you caſt your ſclfe into thoſe difficultits , whence 
you caunes eaſily get ont : Since hee in the end-muit vyercome , to whom all 
knees bow in Heaven, Ezrth and Hell 5 whoſe Vicegerencie heere below 
(though unworthy ) wee exerciſe, Teeld not therefore to their counſels, who 
defire your difturbance , that themſclves might fiſh in troubled waters ;, but 
commit your ſclfe to our pleaſure, which will redound 16 your Praiſe, Gloric, 
and Honour, Nether it ſafe for you to repagne againſt God and the Church, 
for which, the bleſſed Martyr and glorious viſhey Thomas lately ſh:dde his

England,heve in the hands of the Legates of the Apoſtolick See , abjured that 
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:mpions Cuſtome. Ve, if you acquiteytur felfe will ſufficiently rake care for you 
and —_—_ no prejudice ſhall —=\ you hereby.

Ofnvleſle grievance,the King the next yeare after caſed his people, by the 
Banifhmeat ot the Iewesz forwhichthe Kingdom e willingly granted him a 
Fiftcenth. Having before (in A»zo Reg.g. )otfcreda fifth part of their goods 
to have them expelled: but then the Iewes gave more, and ſo ſtayed rill 
this time, which brought him a greater benchut by confilcating all theirim, 
mooveables with their Tallcis, and obligations which amounted to infinite 
Value. But now bath he made bis laſt commodity of this miſcrable people, 
which having becne never under other cover than the Will of the 
Prince, had continually ſerved the turne in all the neceflary occaſions 
of his predeceſſors, but eſpecially of his Father and himſclte. And in 
theſe retormations that are caſcfull, and pleaſing to the State in generall; 
the Iuftice of the Prince is more noted, than any other motive, which 
may be for his profit. And howſocverſome particular men ſuffer (as ſome 
muſt ever ſuffer) yet they are the faireſt, and ſafeſt wayes of getting: in 
regard the hatred of the abuſes, not onely diſcharges the Prince of all im- 
putationof rigour, butrenders him more beloyedand reſpeted of his peo- 
ple. And this King, having muchtg doe for mony (comming to an empty 
Crowne) was drivento all ſhifts poſſibletoget it, and great ſupplies wee 
finde,he had already drawne from his ſubjects.
